He reciteth alſo in the firſt booke of Traditions, that Chriſte prea» 
ched one onelyyeare, But Irerew attribureth this tradition ynto the 
Hereriques kb.2.cap.39.andhe oppoſeth and fetreth agaynſtthis an 
other tradition, which he affirmeth , the Elders to haue receaucd of 
Johnthe Apoſtle,and of the other Apoſtles alſo : namelythat Chriſte - 
was nigh fiftie yeares olde when hee was crucifyed , Butthis Tra- 
dition of Irenens alſo, was reieted by the common opinion of. the 
Churche .

paitions, which Polycarpus made mention of out of tradition, were al apreeable 
to the holy Scriptures, And as Socrates ſayth : When as ſundrie Traditi- 
6s were boaſtedto be the Apoſtles, becauſe there could notbe ſhew- 
eda demonſtration outof writing,therfore it was idged, thatthe A- 
poſtles determined nothing touching ſuch marters. Then lerttharre- 
maine that Hieremeſpeaketh , Thar the ſword of the word of God 
ſhould ſtrike all thinkes,which are propounded and ſet foorth-with= 
out authoritie and teſtimonies of the Scripture asit were by Apoſto= 
licall tradition. $4.7 3 AL EVO 
And becauſe I haue ſhewed thatthe old Fathers when they ſpeake ' 
of traditions without writing,are not to be accountedro ſpeake pro- 
perly of certain doctrines or opinions of faith without teſtimonie 'of 
the Scripture,but ſpecially of certainrites, or obſeruations, whiche 
have no expreſſe commaundementin the Scripture,it may hap e#- 
dradius will alke whether we doe ſimplie diſalow and condemne all 
ſuch rites? Andalthough it be not my purpoſe atthistyme to entreat
